Your  'Worship,  Miss  Plows  ah  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  tho  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  or.  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  tho  Borough  of  Mar  sham,  for  tho  year  1943. 

The  birth  rate,  37.7  por  1,000  population,  is  tho  highest  for  recont 
years,  tho  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  16.5.  The  death  rate  for 
tho  Borough  shows  a  docroaso  on  that  for  tho  previous  your,  boing  12.2  por 
1,000,  which  is  almost  the  sane  as  that  for  tho  country  as  a  whole. 

Tho  health  of  tho  district  lms  boon  very  satisf actorj'-  during  the  yoar. 
The  total  number  of  infectious  disease  cases  notified  wore  few  and  there 
wore  no  deaths  duo  to  this  causo. 

There  was  only  one  death  of  a  child  under  the  ago  of  ona  yoar,  and  no 
doaths  from  diarrhooa  and  ontoritis  amongst  children  under  two  years  of  age 

during  tho  yoar. 

Two  nor;  eases  of  pulmonary  tuborculosis  and  four  now  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  wero  notified  during  tho  yoar.  Thcro  wore  no  deaths 
from  tuborculosis. 

Although  housing  problems  in  tho  Borough  are  not  as  acute  as  in  other 
part,  of  tho  country,  conditions  cannot  bo  vi owed  with  complacency.  No 
cases  of  statutory  overcrowding  wero  roportod  during  tho  yoar,  yot  there  are 
many  houses  occupied  by  more  than  ono  family  and  there  is  generally  a  demand 
for  nttcr  houses.  This  is  borno  out  b*/  tho  larrc  list  of  applicants  for 

•  ‘  .  r  - 

Council  Houses.  A  nurabor  of  ccfscs  have  been  reported  whore  young 
expectant  mothers  living  in  rooms  find  difficulty  in  finding  suitable 
ac co” no cation  when  the  baby  is  born.  An  increased  number  of  young  persons 
who  have  deferred  making  a  settled  homo  during  war  years  will  wart  to 
settle  in  homes  of  their  own  when  peace  comos.  j  any  of  the  families  no 
doubt  will  sottlo  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  yet  it  can  be  seated  with 
certainty  that  a  demand  will  oxist  after  the  war  for  noro  and  bettor 
houses  than  now  oxist  in  TTarohan;  tho  Council  are  n  a  Icing  provision  for  this 
in  tho  post-war  plans.  Most  of  tho  very  unfit  houses  in  tho  Borough  wero 
demolished  or  awaiting  danol'iflbn  before  tho  warj  thcro  still  exist,  however, 
a  fair  number  of  old  houses  which  should,  by  reconditioning  bo  nought,  as 
near  as  possiblo,  to  tho  standard  in  amonitius  as  those  of  a  good  Council 
House-.  Tho  main  dofocts  to  bo  found  in  those  old  houses  aro  dampness, 
defective  lighting  and  vontilation,  absonco  of  proper  s tor ago  for  food,  and 
absence-  of  bathroom  with  hot  wutor  supply. 

The  effect  of  good  housing  on  the  health,  gonoral  well  being,  and 
happiness  of  a  community  is  so  .important  that  it  cannot  be  over-stressed. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  recommdnding  to  -the  Council  that  all  no?/  Council 
Houses  should  have  installed  a  lavatory "basin,  oithc r  in  conjunction  with 
the  ■  utor  closet,  or.. in  the  kitchen.  This  is  no 5  a  .luxury,  it  is  an 
css  n.  dial, ,  and  by  affording  facilitios  to  all  members  of  4*h©-‘3  .us  oho  Id  for 
hand  washing  before  meals,  after  using  the  water  closet  at  all  tines,  and 
t  tbo  housewife  in  particular  before  preparing  food,  it  would  bo  a  groat 
f  stop  in  tho  prevention  and  spread  of  alimentary  inf octi pas  such  as, 
enteric  group  of  fevers,  dysentory,  food  poisoning,  and  intestinal 
parasitism.

It  may  bo  possible  at  some  future  date,  when  tho  flow  of  sowago  increases,  bo 
dispense  with  chlorination,  which  is  a  practice  not  dosirablo  owing  to  tho 
action  in  retarding  tho'  natural  digostivc  process  in  tho  sludge.
